W inter Care of Aaparagu*. 
Much of the success with asparagus 
resu lts from treatm ent at o th er tim es 
than during the growing season. 
In 
fact, the yield depends but little on 
th e im m ediate treatm en t during the 
cutting season. 
‘VThe flrat step In the 
w inter care of asparagus,” says Pro­ 
fessor M ontgom ery of the College of 
A griculture,” t* the removal and burn­ 
ing of the tops at the close of the 
season. 
T his serves a two-fold pur­ 
pose, 
(1) 
It destroys m any of the 
spores w hirh are responsible for the 
prevalence of asparagus rust, and It 
elim inates to a large degree the hiber­ 
nating place* for the asparagus beetle 
during the w inter season.’’ 
H e r*y* 
th a t a t th e U niversity gardens, th e 
cu ttin g of th e tops Is delayed until 
afte r heavy frost. 
A sharp hoe or 
scythe Is URod to cut the tops which 
are gathered Into large heaps and 
w hen reasonably dry are burned. The 
tops are extrem ely difficult to work 
into th e soil In the fall of the year and 
th e necessary organic m atter m ay be 
m ore easily added as barnyard m an­ 
ure. 
T he next step Is to apply stab le 
m anure to the ground during the w in­ 
te r a fter the ground has frozen to 
som e extent. 
Apply the m anure a t 
th e rate of from 20 to 30 ton* per 
acre and spread evenly over the sun* 
fare. 
The m anure should rem ain on 
the ground 
until 
spring 
when 
tho 
coarser portion may be removed to 
allow a thoro discing of the ground 
before the edible stalks approach the 
surface. 
Such treatm ent largely in­ 
creases the organic m atter In the soil, 
adds som e fertility, protects th e plani* 
from excessive freezing, and, provided 
the mulch is removed In early spring, 
advances the growing season. 
If the 
mulch Is not removed early In th e 
spring, it only serves to retain the 
fro«t in the ground anty so delays 
growth.

Columbus, -tart, 8 —Benefits to m - 
plovers th rough the workmen's com­ 
pensation law- are pplnted out in the 
annual report of the Ohio industrial 
commission prepared today for Gov 
Janies M. Cox to transmit to the gen­ 
eral assembly. 
"Rmployers of this state are paying 
less for compensation insurance and 
full statutory protection through the 
medium of their premium payment« 
to the state insurance fund than they 
paid to commercial companies for lia­ 
bility insurance and limited protec­ 
tion,” says the report 
The report also says Ohio employ­ 
ers are paying less for their com­ 
pensation insurance than employers 
in other states having compensation 
acts where the liability companies 
participate in the compensation plan 
The 
commission 
recommends 
no 
change be made in the law. 
"Ohio wmrkmen,” says the report 
"under our law receive a more gen­ 
erous measure of compensation than 
the workmen of any other state, with 
the exception of New York, and their 
medical expenses up to the limit of 
$200 are paid in every instance from 
the state insurance fund ” 
The compulsory 
law. 
the 
report 
says, has more than fulfilled the ex-j 
peefations of Its stanchest supporters 
and with few exceptions has the «m-j 
dorsement of practically 
all those 
employers who were opposed to its 
enactment. 
,The reports show’ that during the 
fiscal year there w ere (58.869 claims 
for Injury filed and 58,317 of these 
w ere disposed of. Since the compen­ 
sation law has been in effect there 
have heen 83,008 claims filed 
During the year beginning Nov. 15, 
1013, the receipts covered by prem­ 
ium payments to the state Insurance 
fund amounted to $2,004.707.18, 
For 
the same period the disbursements 
for compensation, 
medical 
services 
and funeral expenses, amounted to 
$1.229.419 17. 
The, interest earned on 
the fund amounted to $61,514.72. This 
amount has been placed to the credit 
of the insurance fund and Is available 
for the payment of compensation
